ALGIERS (UPI) - Troops sup. 
porting dissident Vice Premier Ah­ 
med Ben Bella took over the east­ 
ern port city of Phi lipper Ville to­ 
day and Provisioral Premier Ben 
Yousjef Ben Khedda called for an 
urgent meeting of the Supreme 
National Council to decide who 
should run Algeria. 
Ben Khedda called for a session 
of the National Council of the Al­ 
gerian Revolution (CNRA) in a 
communique issued as pro • Ben 
Bella troops were reported march­ 
ing through eastern Algeria to- 
ward the Berber stronghold of 
Kabylia. 
Krim Conference 
At the same time an envoy of 
Ben Bella conferred with Belka- 
cern Krim, leader of another fac­ 
tion in the political dispute that 
has brought the threat of civil 
war to this newly • independent 
state. 
Ben Bella last weekend made 
a bid for power by proclaiming 
a seven • man political bureau, 
weighted in favor of him. Troops 
of the National Liberation Army 
who support Ben Bella thai began 
seizing control of large areas of 
Algeria while Krim set up his 
headquarters in Tin Ousou and 
swore to keep Ben Bella’s troops 
out of his area. 
Today Ben Khedda. who ap­ 
peared to have been waiting on 
the sideline, said his provisional 
government favored the idea of a 
politbureau. But he demanded it 
be approved by the CNRA, which 
serves as the parliament and su­ 
preme council of the Algerian 
Revolutionary Movement. 
Today's military action, appar 
ently w ithout shooting, further bol­ 
stered Ben Bella in his drive to 
take over power from Ben Khed 
da s provisional government. 
Krim apparently’ hardened his 
position even while there was talk 
of a possible agreement between 
the Ben Bella faction and Provi­ 
sional Government (GPRA) Pre­ 
mier Ben Youse! Ben Khedda.

MOSCOW (UPI) - The Soviet 
Union today successfully orbited 
the seventh unmanned satellite in 
its "Cosmos” series designed to 
pave the way for another manned 
flight into outer space. 
The Soviet news agency Tass, 
announcing the launching, said the 
Sputnik, named “Cosmos-7" would 
study UM radiation belts surround­ 
ing the earth "to estimate radia­ 
tion 
hazards 
for 
long 
space 
flights.”

Tass said “Cosmos-7“ went into 
orbit at an inclination from Um 
equator of 65 degrees 
The first of the “Cosmos" series 
satellites was launched March 16 
this year, "Cosmos 6“ was shot 
aloft June 30 
The Tass. announcement gave no 
weight for the latest Sputnik, just 
as previous announcements faded 
to repent the weights of any of 
the Cosmos satellites. 
It said Ute Sputnik carried a 
radio transmitter, a radio system 
for measuring "elements of its or­ 
bit" and equipment to send back 
information about the working of 
the other instruments ** 
"The analysis of the first in­ 
formation sent back by the Sput­ 
nik ghows that its equipment is 
functioning normally,'* the Soviet 
news agency said

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Americans Test New Drugs--But Many Never Know It 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Thou­ 
sands of Americans are involved 
in the testing of new drugs, but 
many of them may never know it. 
They are the human beings 
upon which all new drugs must 
be tested before they can be sold. 
Before the drugs are sent to se­ 
lected doctors to give to their pa­ 
tients as experiments, the drugs 
are tested on animals. But, as a 
Food and Drug Administration 
<FDA) official pointed out, "ani­ 
mals don’t answer all the ques­ 
tions.” 


There is always the possibility 
that the answer to the human 
tests may be tragedy. Officials 
are praying that no tragedies be­ 
fall the thousands of persons who 
may have been given the drug 
thalidomide as an experiment. 
Thalidomide 
may 
cause 
as 
many as 5,000 babies in Europe 
to be bom deformed. 
The drug never went on sale in 
this country, thanks to a suspi­ 
cious FDA medical officer named 
Dr! Frances Kelsey. But it was 
tested on humans beings from 


1959 until last December, when 
its U.S. maker warned doctors 
not to give it to women of child­ 
bearing age. 
So far there have been no re­ 
ports of deformed children born 
to American women who received 
the drug in the United States, al­ 
though there have been cases in­ 
volving mothers who got the drug 
overseas. 
The thalidomide tragedy has 
stirred anew the controversy over 
government’s laws regulating the 
drug industry. Sen. Estes Kefau- 


ver, D*Tenn., and a handful of 
his constituents, plus some medi­ 
cal authorities and government 
officials, believe Congress must 
arm the FDA with more power to 
deal with unproven drugs. 
As drugs grow more potent, the 
officials argue, they grow more 
dangerous. And, they charge, the 
present laws are too full of holes 
to protect the public. 
Since the summer of 1958. drug 
manufacturers have been forced 
to withdraw from the druggists' 
shelves 21 of their products which 


had proven to be dangerous. All 
had met the necessary FDA reg­ 
ulations. 
Several of these drugs passed 
by the FDA turned out to cause 
such possible fatals maladies as 
blood disease, liver damage and 
hepatitis. 
In order to get a drug on the 
commercial market, a drug man­ 
ufacturer first tests it on ani­ 
mals. Then, if it passes that test, 
the company sends it to a select­ 
ed list of doctors who have agreed 
to give it to their patients and 


report back on the results. 
There is no FDA regulation that 
the doctors must inform their pa­ 
tients that the drug they are tak­ 
ing is in the experimental stage. 
An EDA official said that in some 
cases, it might be wise to tell 
the patient this. 
Then, if the company feels the 
tests show the drug is worthwhile, 
it submits a full statement of its 
qualities, with the results of the 
experiments, to the EDA. There 
is no stipulation as to how long 
the drug must be tested on ani­ 


mals before being used on human 
beings. 


' Can Appeal Decision 


The application filed with the 
FDA is considered automatically 
approved unless the federal agen­ 
cy, within 60 days, disapproves it 
or orders further tests. 
Kefauver submitted a sweeping 
drug reform bill that would re­ 
peal the law allowing the drugs 
to go on sale in 60 days without 
specific approval, a law he claims 
permitted many dangerous medi­ 


cines to get on druggists* shelves 
because of time pressures on the 
FDA 
"Under existing procedures it is 
the American people who unknow­ 
ingly serve as guinea pigs for ex­ 
periments by drug companies.” 
Kefauver says. 
But his bin was almost entire­ 
ly rewritten by the Senate Judici­ 
ary Committee, leaving out the 
repeal of the 60-day law, and the 
outlook for enactment of any bill 
at ail on the subject becomes 
dimmer with each passing day.

parched ragweed p l a n t s , 
curtailing their grow-th. This 
bodes well for a mild sneez­ 
ing season. 
"Giant ragweed plants are 
only about half the size they 
were this time last year,” 
Schallock declared. 
The larger the plant, the 
more pollen it will have, ac­ 
cording to weed control spe­ 
cialists. 
Heavy rains, in the next 
few weeks could, however, 
hasten the growth of the 
plants and destroy the bene­ 
ficial effects of dry weather. 
That's what happened last 
year and the hay fever sea­ 
son turned into one of the 
worst (Mi record. 
Experts say heavy rains 


are unlikely now. A daily pol­

1,800 U.S. Marines 
Leave Thailand 


WASHINGTON (UPI> - The 
government has pulled out the 
last 1,600 Marines sent to Thai­ 
land two months ago to guard its 
borders against a Communist in­ 
vasion from Laos.
